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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 9-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mochida et al. 
(U.S. Pat. 6,690,410) for the reasons set forth in numbered paragraph 3 of the previous Office 
Action, paper number 20061025. 

As to the newly added limitations to claims 9, 10, 1 1, 16, 17, 18, 23 and 24 regarding 
output from a first signal processing device to a first display device and output from a 
second/third signal processing device to a second display device, note Figure 1 1 of Mochida et 
al. Figure 1 1 shows an embodiment wherein a first display device (see "TO MONITOR" off of 
encoder 37) and a second display device (see "TO SECOND MONITOR" off of encoder 104) 
are used. In addition, note Figure 37 which shows generally the same thing except the second 
display device is a PC (667). Also note Figure 76 which shows three separate outputs: one from 
encoder (37) which is disclosed as going to a monitor, and two from the expansion substrates 
(1507,1508) which is disclosed as going to recording devices. Since recording of such images 
are usually with the intention of viewing, it could be argued that a display device would 
accompany each recording device. 

Response to A rguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed January 30, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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Applicant argues that the plurality of substrates are connected to only one monitor. 
However, as pointed out above, multiple monitors are taught and suggested by Mochida et al.
